REFUGEES WALK 3 MILES TO TRAIN 
RATHER THAN MAR SABBATH

PHILADELPHIA, Pa.—Fifteen 
refugees from the Nazi terror in 
Europe walked _ three miles 
through Philadelphia recently to 
show their appreciation of free 
soil. 

They were passengers of the 
Portuguese steamer Nyassa, 
which docked in Philadelphia last 
week. Since Friday night is Sab- 
bath, 15 of the 136 passengers of 
the Nyassa who had to go toa 
railroad station to depart for oth- 
er points, chose to walk the dis- 
tance from the pier to the station. 

Joyful over their freedom from 
the Gestapo-ridden continent, 
where observance of the Sabbath 
is forbidden, Levine said the refu- 
gees were glad to exercise re- 
ligious freedom once more, and 
proved their enthusiasm by walk- 
ing. Eleven men and four women, 
including a girl of 14, were in the 
party. 

Sealed trains took them to Can- 
ada. Of the 136 passengers, 95 
were refugees, the others Ameri- 
cans, British and Portuguese re- 
turning from England.

There 
have been a lot of pious protesta- 
tions by the national agencies, 
but each has been determined to 
maintain its activities undis- 
turbed, and has been unwilling to 
‘divulge its secret affairs either 
to the community representatives 
or to the other agencies. No one 
trusts anyone. 

This is the real situation, and 
yet as far as the Jews of the 


United States know everything is 
hunky dory. . 

So. far as you know, the 
NCRAC was getting along fine. 
You may have known just a little 
more than most because this 
paper has been somewhat critical 
of the new body, although it was 
willing to give it a chance. 

Now if you don’t want to be- 
lieve the above, then let me tell 
you that the community repre- 
sentatives have not failed to ex- 
press their dissatisfaction vigor- 
ously. Many have said that at-

YORK — The American 
Jewish Conference charged the 
Palestine Administration with 
“oarding” immigration certifi- 
cates for Palestine, thus virtually 
terminating Jewish immigration 
into that country. 
The charge was made in a me- 


morandum submitted to Lord 
Halifax, British Ambassador in 
Washington, which. stated that 
while there are still about 14,000 
unused certificates available 
under the terms of the Whit2 
Paper, the Palestine Government 
has ruled that it will reserve 


these remaining certificates, with 
very few exceptions, exclusively 
for Jews in Axis occupied terri- 
tories, thus denying them to Jews 
in liberated countries. The memo- 
randum urged that the Palestine 
certificates be made available for 
Jews wherever they are. 

In addition the memorandum 
asked that the government in- 
struct British representatives in 
the Intergovernmental Commit- 
tee and similar agencies to re- 
frain from activities antagonistic 
to Jewish aspirations in Pales- 
tine: and that the Jewish refu- 
gees now detained in Mauritius 
be freed.

Aitack 4 Separate

JERUSALEM — Armed men, 


believed to be members of the 
notorious Jewish political extre- 
mist group named Irgun Zvai 
Leumi which has been directing 
terrorist assaults against the 
Palestine police since the begin- 
ning of this year, again strucle 
at several police stations, infict- 
ing casualties on the police and 
suffering casualties themselves. 

A police station on the main 
highway between Jerusalem and 
Jaffa was stormed by a large 
party of armed men, who poured 
a volley of shots at it and caused 
about fourteen bomb explosions 
near by. Later the police found 
the body of an Arab villager, who 
probably had run into the firing 
zone. 

At the same time a police sta- 
tion in central Palestine was at- 
tacked by twenty men dressed 
in khaki uniforms with military 
webbing equipment similar to the 
British Army’s Middle East kit. 
They threw bombs that caused 
only slight damage and the police 
beat off the attack. 

The Haifa police station was 
raided at midnight by twenty-five 
men, mostly armed with auto- 
matic weapons. Explosives with 
warning notices bearing the Ir- 


gun Zvai Leumi (National Mili- 
tary Organization) sign were 
placed, around the station and 
damaged two passing military 
vehicles. The police in repulsing 
the attack inflicted casualties and 
two arrests were made. In this 
engagement one Palestinian con- 
stable was faltally wounded, a 
British constable suffered a con- 
cussion. and a _ passer-by was 
wounded. 

A fourth attack occurred in 
southern Palestine, where a num- 
ber of armed men blasted their 
way into a police station, stole 
arms and killed a Palestinian con- 
stable and an army corporal 
traveling on the road near by.

Anti-Semitic Gang 
Broken Up in Denver 
By Police Action

DENVER, Colo.—Three elderly 


Jewish men returning from serv- 
ices have been attacked by anti- 
Semitic gangs. 

A married couple and three 
young hoodlums have been fined 
a total of $160 and costs for cre- 
ating a disturbance in front of 
Zera Israel Synagogue Rosh 
Hashonah night. 

These facts were revealed in 
the Intermountain Jewish News 
last week. 

The married couple were con- 
victed of driving past the syna- 
gogue in their car with the three 
teen age boys, yelling obscené 
anti-Semitic remarks. They were 
accused of having driven by again 
later in another car and back- 
fired the motor to disturb the 
services. 

Two of the hoodlums were con- 
nected with the beatings when one 
of the three Jewish victims identi- 
fied them. In each case the I1d- 
erly Jewish men were accosted 
with vile anti-Jewish epithets and 
then beaten—and knocked down. 


The alert Anglo-Jewish news- 
paper lauded the police and the 
courts for their prompt action, 
while J. Harold Saks, regional 
ADL director, expressed the be- 
lief the gang had been broken up. 





NO LETUP IN HUNGARY

streets, but none turned to mock. 

Troops at front-line posts could 
not pausg to participate in the 
services and their observances 
were restricted to wishing each 
other a “gut yomtov.” Isidore 
Silverbrandt of Chicago, who had 
just returned from delivering 
mail to front-line positions under 
constant fire told the JTA cor- 
respondent that one haggard GI, 
whose name he did not know, had 
stopped him and asked: “You’re 
a Hebe, aren’t you.” “What of it?” 
replied Silverbrandt. “Nothing,” 
the other soldier continued, “but 
today’s Yom Kippur and I just 
wanted to say ‘Good Yomtov.’” 


Advised Fasting Unnecessary 

Most of the Jewish soldiers did 
not fast as the chaplains advised 
that the traditional fasting was 
not obligatory in view of the 
necessity for the troops to keep 
themselves fit. 

Men came from all branches of 
service to stand in the chilly after- 
noon and recite the Yom Kippur 
prayers at Chaplain Leftkowitz’ 
services. Among them were Abe 
Etter and Joe Rottenberg from 
the Bronx; who had spent most 
of the day manning a 50mm ma- 
chine-gun; Milton Lukoff, also 
of the Bronx, who had been firing 
shells from a heavy 155mm rifle 
into Aachen; and Ralph Levy of 
Detroit who had come from his 
job of directing the fire of gun 
crews.

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Is There a Religious Revival in the Army? 

OME time ago this column dealt with the subject of religion 

among men in the armed forces. The view was expressed that 
any spiritual revival which seemed evident was temporary in na- 
ture, and that most of the men attending chapel services were 
moved by no such, spirit. Naturally the chaplains responded im 
mediately, and readers may recall the several indignant replies 
which were published in this paper. 

Reaction from the men themselves was slower in coming, but 
enough letters have been received to indicate a trend, and it by 
no means agrees with the view first expressed here. 

Set. H. A. Schulson, of Wilmington, Del., writing from the Air 
Base at Dodge City, Kans., says: “Speaking only regarding the 
Jewish men I know at this base, I can say that a number of men 
who have never visited a synaogue are now attending chapel serv- 
ices regularly and are deeply interested in Jewish religion. I have 
found this true particularly of professional men. We had a doctor 
here who rarely attended services before, and in the Army he at- 
tended them faithfully, and brought his wife and children also. 
The same applies also to a lawyer on this post, and other enlisted 
men. I have found quite an interest in Zionism in the men, and 
they are very eager for Zionist news once they have learned what 
Zionism is all about.” 

And from Iceland his views are echoed by Lt. Arthur Blumert, 
of the Bronx, New York, who writes us of “the increase in re- 
jigious interest ...a slight trend, but a definite one.” 

Lt. Aaron Kaplan, who has recently returned home to Bayonne, 
N. J., after three and a half years in the service, takes up the dis- 
cussion: “Unquestionably some men may come for the corned beef 
sandwiches and some may come because their friends urge them 
to do so, and some may come simply through the urge for social 
companionship with like-minded individuals. The point is that 
they come (to chapel). I have personally been a witness at more 
than one discussion where an incredulous young man received an 
initiation into Jewish religion which amazed him. So pathetically 
sincere was the surprised interest with which these people realized 
that there was more to Judaism than reading an unintelligible 
prayer book, that I cannot believe that they will relapse into utter 
disinterest when they leave the army.” 

Cpl. Irving Levitas, who was at home in Chicago, Kansas City 
and Washington, D. C., prior to his enlistment, disagrees. Basing 
his observations on the six army camps at which he has been 
stationed, he declares that there has been-no change in the men’s 
attitude: “There has been no religious revival among those Jewish 
boys of my acquaintance; there tends to be a carry-over of fheir 
civilian attitudes’—and he adds this reservation: “It may be that 
in the theater of operations such a revival may be existent.” 

If the development these boys speak of is true, its signilficance 
to American Jewish life is tremendous. It would be of interest 
to hear from other service men, and from parents, who may have 
received letters from their sons dealing with this subject.

TORONTO-—In the first court action launched under the Prov- 
ince of Ontario’s new Anti-Discrimination Act, the Chief Justice 
of the Supreme Court has issued an injunction restraining the 
owner of a summer resort lodge near Toronto, from displaying a 
sign “Gentiles Only” on his premises. 

Though the motion originally brought before the court re- 
quested that penalties be im- 
posed on the resort owner, coun- 
sel for J. B. Salsberg, member of 
parliament, who brought’ the 
action, asked that no fine be im- 
posed in this case as the resort 
owner had expressed his inten- 
tion to abstain from further dis- 
play of the offensive sign.

MARSEILLE — Chief Rabbi 

Issaye Schwartz of France, who 
was believed to have been de- 
ported and: killed by the Ger- 
mans in 1943, is alive, it was re- 
ported here from Lyon. 

The sixty-year-old rabbi re- 
turned to Lyon last week from 
a mountain hiding place where 
he eluded the Gestapo for more 
than eight months. In ill health 
even before he was seized by 
the Germans, Rabbi Schwartz 
was reported to have arrived 
in Lyon in a complete state 
of exhaustion. When he _ iden- 
tified himself, Jewish leaders 
who knew him for many years, 
could hardly recognize him both 
because of his ragged appear- 
ance and because he had shaved

Dear Harold: 

Visiting the hospital today, 
Sadie told me more fully about 
the strange visitor at your home. 
It is still on Sadie’s mind, and 
she begged me to write you. 

The doctors thought it wise 
that Sadie return to the hos- 
pital for a short stay, and 
routine examinations, following 
her serious illness from which 
She had been making satisfac- 
tory progress. 

Sadie and you are parents of 
two boys, one 19 and in the serv- 
ice, and the other 14, at home. 
Into your home, six weeks ago 
(just the week that Sadie came 
home from the hospital) there 
came a young lady of 19, not of 
our faith, not invited. Mary said 
that three or four months ago, 
she met your son Norman at a 
USO club in the distant city 
where she makes her home. 
Without a word to you, Norman 
had assured her that she would 
always be welcome at your home. 

Mary took this word serious- 
ly. Although Norman was 
away from home, at military 
camp, you received this young 
lady as a member of the house- 
hold. Letters from Norman up- 
hold the story of the young lady 
that they met once or twice, 
that they are not engaged, 
that he has never met her fam- 
ily, and that they have not 
corresponded. 

Yet for six weeks, this young 
lady has been living at your 
home, awaiting Norman’s_ fur- 
lough. When he came home, you 
took both to a night club and 
theatre. As parents, you have not 
considered what this means to 
your fourteen year old son, and 
even to Norman who assumes 
that you are encouraging him to 
marry the young lady. 

The only thing for you to do 
honorably is to say very 
courteously and very firmly 
that Mary must leave your 
home and return to her parents. 
You must not permit Mary to 
stay further. Nor do you owe 
any additional hospitality to 
an uninvited guest, and a com- 
plete stranger. 

You have no permission to be- 
come the guardian of a 19 year 
old girl from another city and 
state. The protection of the 
health of your wife, and the moral 
well being of your children, re- 
quire that you make very clear 
to Mary that it is impossible for 
her to stay at your home. Cer- 
tainly your own reputation and 
honor would compel you to end 
this inexplainable and intolerable 
situation. 

Through the years that I 
have known Sadie and you, we 
have always admired your 
generous heart. But in this, you 
are not generous but foolish. 
Let Sadie have your word that 
Mary has left your home, 
definitely though friendly.

Vermont Town Changes Name in Tribute to Jew

BOSTON—The world had to wait until a 
few days ago to learn of the greatness of 
heart of a humble little Russian born Vermont 
Jew who built beautiful Catholic and Protest- 
ant churches and gave away a fortune each for 
“his people”. It wasn’t until Isaac Gilman, the 
unschooled Russian Jew, passed away that 
the people of Fitzdale, Vermont, changed the 
name of their community to Gilman, as a last- 
ing tribute to the man whom they loved as 
a benevolent father. 

Gilman, Vermont, the new name of old 
Fitzdale, is a mill town, dependent on Isaac 
Gilman’s paper making industry. When the 
one-time penniless immigrant took over the 
Fitzdale Paper Company, it didn’t amount to 
very much. The people running the mill 
couldn’t make a go of it, but Isaac Gilman 
thought there was great opportunity in the 
location and poured money into his new en- 
terprise until now there is a $4,500,000 estab- 
lishment on the Vermont bank of the Con- 
necticut River. 

Gilman felt his responsibility to employees 
only began when he gave them good jobs. He 
made working conditions good and pay so 
high that he never had any labor turnovers. 
All his workers are union members but he 
never had any trouble with unions. 

Built Homes for Employees 

He built 100 little homes for his employees 
which rented for $19 a month. He put in a 
high pressure hydrant service for the town, 
employed a fire department and built a small 
hospial. He built stores and a 32-room hotel 
but operated none of these places himself be- 
cause he preferred that members of the com- 
munity should have the opportunity of run- 
ning businesses and making any profit there 
was. The town, which is actually a village in 


the township of Lunenberg, grew until its 
population now totals 1200. 

He built a neat little railroad station and 
financed the erection of Catholic and Protestant 
churches. He would have built a synagogue, 
too if needed, but only one employee was a 
Jew. He loved children and annual end-of- 
school picnics. He roamed about town on foot 
passing out nickels to the youngsters whom 
he met. He gave the very small children one 
apiece but to older youngsters he gave four 
or five, or a handful. 

Although there was no regular pénsion plan 
at the mill, Isaac Gilman passed out tremen- 
dous amounts each year to former employees 
or members of their families. He sent out 
regular monthly checks to those who were too 
ill to work, or children of former workers 
in need. One lad, who had trouble with his 
eyes was taken by Gilman to New York where 
the highest-paid specialists operated on him. 

Built Skating Rink for Children 

He was worried about the children skating 
on the ice of the river and so he built a skat- 
ing rink with a heated building where the 
children could warm themselves or change 
clothing. He sponsored a town band and 
hired a music instructor on a full time basis 
for children who were interested. He loved the 
mountains of Vermont and spent much time 
riding through them. Although he would have 
been 80 next December, this was the first year 
he didn’t ride horseback. 

Isaac Gilman had 13 grandchildren, seven of 
whom are in the armed forces, and one of his 
last acts was his gift of an attractive honor 
roll for the town’s 62 servicemen. 

Isaac Gilman’s body was taken to New York 
for burial in a Jewish cemetery, but a part 
of him—his goodness—is indestructible and 
will live as long as there is a Gilman, Vermont, 
and a villager who remembers him.

WRONGS BY CONFUSING ISSUE

THE RABBI GOLDBERG-RABBI SHAPIRO 
CONTROVERSY RESUMED AGAIN 


To the Editor: 

Now that Rabbi Shapiro has 
apparently terminated his series 
of dissertations on the relation- 
ship between God and man, and 
on the difference between Juda- 
ism and Christianity, I think you 
ought to allow me space for a 
humble rebuttal. Not that I par- 
ticularly relish the performance 
as such, for I have regards for 
the innocent reader who may 
have been thinking all along: “a 
pox on both of your houses;” 
but I do think it a public duty to 
ask Rabbi Shapiro that “if them 
are really his views,” so to speak, 
let him keep them modestly to 
himself and his congregation, 
and not air them, as he does, 
pontifically, as belonging to the 
eternal verities of Judaism!” 
“This is Judaism,” he declares 
after almost every equivocal 
statement of his, without even as 
much as softening the arrogance 
by some such qualifying clause 
as “as I see it.” 

For the benefit of the reader, 
let us recall the story: A certain 
gentleman volunteered the opin- 
jon that is these days, when not 
alone the prayers of Jews and 
Christians are mingled together, 
but also their blood, that in these 
extreme days it would not offend 
the God of Israel were a Jewish 
Jake to recite Kaddish inside the 
precincts of a Catholic house of 
worship. 

Whereupon Rabbi David S. 
Shapiro “grew jealous for the 
sake of God” and called the gen- 
tleman a superstitious fool. And 
donning the mantles of the 
prophet Malachi and the medi- 
eval philosopher Ibn Gabirol, he 
declared in their name that “they 
knew that Judaism can never 
reconcile itself with what it re- 
gards as a subtle form of pagan- 
ism,” that they knew that a Jew 
eannot worship the One and 
Transcendental God in the pres- 
ence of a crucifix.” 

Malachi and Ibn Gabirol, we 
ought to remember, are some 
fifteen hundred years apart, and 
in the days of Malachi the cruci- 
fix was not even in prophetic 
sight; nevertheless, Malachi, too, 
Riew. And speaking for himself, 
Rabbi Shapiro added: “Judaism 


proclaimed that an unbridgeable 
chasm separates the Divine Na- 
ture from the physical Nature, 
that the Creator and the Crea- 
ture are not to be confused. 
Christianity has elevated man to 
the position of God, and so made 
a compromise with the pagan 
identification of God with Na 
ture.” 

I wrote in to say that, in the 
first place, Judaism has never 
proclaimed such a chasm between 
the Divine and physical Natures 
as Rabbi Shapiro speaks of, that 
it taught, by and large, that the 
opposite was true; in the second 
place, that Christianity never 
elevated man to the level of God. 
but, to the contrary, humanized 
God to the point of letting Him 
take on human form, in order to 
save the race which by nature is 
degraded. In other words, I wrote 
in to say that both if Rabbi Sha- 
piro’s premises were false, and if 
he entertains them, he does so 
at his own peril, and not because 
of the teachings of Judaism or 
Christianity. 

In reply, the rabbi referred me 
to countless sources, including the 
Bible and the Talmud, including 
Maimonides and Halevi, includ- 
ing Krachmal and Schechter and 
Kohler, including Hillel Zeitlin 
and Ezekiel Kaufman, and _ in- 
cluding also Rabbi Shapiro’s own 
published works. Which proved 
to me the great erudition of the 
rabbi, but it did not, however, 
prove his premises correct. They 
are still false, and the method 
itself, of citing innumerable 
lengthy quotations from widely 
scattered sources to prove a dubi 
ous statement, only reminded me 
in turn of another quotation, to 
the effect that “to lie effectively, 
one must place the evidence be- 
yond reach!” I am using the 
maxim only figuratively, of 
course. ‘ 

The gist of Rabbi Shapiro’s de- 
fence of his “unbridgeable 
chasm” between God and nature 
is that I am “guilty of a gross 
misunderstanding of the true 
purport of my statement.” The 
true purport of his statement 
was only to uphold Maimonides’ 
definition of Ged, namely, that

He is not a body, not subject to 
bodily vicissitudes and is with- 
out likeness or similitude what- 
ever. The idea is that I didn’t 
know of Maimonides’ definition 
before, or I would have kept my 
mouth shut. 

Well, and if God is pure spirit, 
can’t I live in Him even though 
I am both body and spirit? Am I 
not actually living in Him, has 
He not been my dwelling place in 
ail generations? Moses said He 
was, and what Moses said is 
surely Judaism. Where then is 
the chasm? 

But there is a surprise in store 
for you. Having entangled him- 
self in his own mesh of quota- 
tions, he winds up his first letter 
to The Post thus: 


It is the everlasting glory 
of Judaism that its One 
Transcendental and Sover- 
eign God is also the loving 
Father of all mankind and 
the Righteous Judge. The 
God who is exalted beyond 
comprehension, the place of 
whose glory is unknown even 
to the highest angels, is pres- 
ent in every nook and cranny, 
and finds his dwelling-place 
in the lowly bush and in the 
broken and contrite heart. 
How the gulf is bridged be- 
tween Transcendence and 
Immanence remains one of 
the imcomprehensible myster- 
ies of the wniverse, in whose 
presence we can only bow 
our heads m awsome silence. 
This is Judaism. 

Transcendence, you should 
know, is the attribute of a God 
who is conceived as having exist- 
ence apart from nature, while 
Immanence is the attribute of a 
God whose existence inheres 
nature. Neither term, by the way, 
is pre-eminently Jewish; but the 
point is, the God who dwells 
apart from Nature and the God 
who dwells within Nature—‘is 
present in every nook and cranny 
and finds his dwelling-place in 
the lowly bush and in the broken 
and contrite heart”—is in reality 
one and the same God. The gulf, 
then, according to Rabbi Shapiro 
himself, is bridged, only it is a 
great mystery how this is done, 
one before which “we can only 
bow our heads in awsome 
silence.” Why, then, did not Rab- 
bi Shapiro keep his silence? 

In the other two letters, Rabbi 
Shapiro assumes the air of in- 
jured innocence and says that I 
have done him a great wrong in 


imagining that his statement 
that Christianity has compro- 
mised with paganism includes 


also 20th century Christianity. 
Well, it does, for 20th century 
Christians, barring Unitarians, 
are Trinitarians, and Jesus to 
them is directly begotten of God. 
But a Rabbi had best left this 
part alone, and not because of 
fear of Christians, but because it 
is none of his business. Besides, 
it shows a lack of perspective of 
what actually has taken place in 
the development of _ religious 
thought among Christians as 
well as among Jews. It took 
Judaism many centuries to 
cleanse itself of idolatrous and 
pagan agotions, and the process

PRAISES WORK OF THE PROTESTANT 


To the Editor: 

The moral of the tale that fol- 
lows is that appeasement has 
never won the day and that 
direct approach is the best—if 
not only—method of combatting 
social evils in general and the 
menace of anti-Semitism in par- 
ticular. 

Among those who have learned 
ths lesson is Trude Weiss-Ros- 
marin the dynamic young editor 
of the monthly, The Jewish Spec- 
tator. On second thought, it may 
be unfair to her to say that she 
learned the lesson. She did not 
need to learn #. All she most 
probably was after was to con- 
vinee herself—and others—that 
the methods employed by organi- 
zations like, say, the American 
Jewish Committee or the Nation- 
al Conference of Christians and 
Jews, sponsored by it, are far 
from effective im fighting the 
ever growing threat of anti- 
Semitism. 

Be that as it may, in a letter 
to the editor, in the June-July, 
1943, issue of THE PROTES- 
TANT, the militant anti-Fascist 
monthly under the editorship of 
Kenneth Lestie, she told of an 
exchange of letters between Dr. 
Ashworth, editorial secretary of 
the Conference, and herself. 

As far back as March, 1941, she 
had written to him, inquiring 
whether the Conference was 
going to take any action with 
reference to a Sunday school col- 
lection envelope bearing the 
legend beginning with the sen- 
tence, “After Paul was arrested 
in Jerusalem, forty Jews swore 
to kill him.” 

Dr. Ashworth replied, in part: 
“I do not suppose you could get 
any Christian minister or Sunday 
school teacher to admit there was 
anything anti-Semitic about this 
envelope. ... They would say it 
could not possibly ereate preju- 
dice but simply narrates a histo- 
ric ineident of imterest to New 
Testament students. ... We have 

ays kad the most eordial co- 
operation on the part of publish- 
ers in eliminating material 
found to be objectionable. With 
the particular sort of thing that 
this envelope represents, we have 
done nothing. Do you think we 
should, and if so, what and 
how?” 

Dr. Rosmarin then suggested 
that since there are many chap- 
ters amd passages in the New 
Testament which do not refer 
disparagingly to Jews as would- 
be-killers, the Sunday schools 





throughout was an internal one, 
priest and prophet having had 
their innings. 

In Christianity, similarly, an 
inner clearing process has been 
going on for many centuries. 
Protestantism did not come as a 
result of fault-finders from with- 
out, but as a result of Christians 
having perceived their faith in a 
new light. 

That. process is still going on, 
but the participants in it are all 
Christians, and Christians will 
they remain even if all should 
finally become Unitarians. The 
crucifix, no more than the cross, 
may never be discarded; but, like 
the cross, it may yet become a 
symbol of humility and mercy. 
Generally speaking, theological 
grounds are bad grounds on 
which to condemn anybody, and 
only fanatics, who imagine that 
they are here on earth to defend 
God, instead of ministering to 
men, indulge in that game. I 
think that the old story of Joash, 
father of Judge Gideon, rebuking 
the militant Baal-defenders with 
the simple statement that “if he 
be a god, let him defend himself” 
is still a good story, and more 
people should read it, and some 
rabbis, too, should read it.

TANT magazine. On July 19, 
1944, Ben Richardson, Executive 
Secretary of the Commisson, 
wrote to Father George B. Ford, 
pastor of the Corpus Christi 
Catholic church in New York, 
calling his attention to the hate. 
provoking expressions represent- 
ing “anti-Semitism in one of its 
most subtle, but vicious forms” 
printed on the weekly offering en- 
velopes published by the Duplex 
Company of Richmond, Va. 

“This undue emphasis on the 
Jew by name,” wrote Mr. Rich- 
ardson, “serves the purpose of 
those who would create racial 
friction between Christians and 
Jews. ...” 

The very next day, Father 
Ford sent Mr. Richardson’s com- 
munication with an accompany- 
ing letter, to the Duplex Com 
pany, and received from them a 
reply, dated July 28th, 1944, and 
signed by M. S. Rackett, Secre 
tary, which speaks for itself. It 
reads, in part: 

“We can and do assure you 
without the slightest reservation 
that nothing has been further 


‘from the intent of anyone in our 


organization than to say or do 
anything to encourage prejudice 
against any racial group what- 
ever. . . . Under separate cover 
we are sending a set of the 1945. 
Homilopes. The one that bears 
the number 945 in small type at 
the lower right-hand corner is the 
one that we have destroyed. It 
will be replaced by another that 
does not use the term ‘Jews.’ We 
feel sure you will agree with us 
that the other Homilopes of the 
series contain nothing that would 
be subject to the criticism se 
forth by Mr. Richardson. ... Now 
as to the sets for children of 
Corpus Christi Church for thé 
coming year, we regret to say 
that they had already been 
printed when your letter came, 
and were shipped out that very 
day, before they could be halted. 
Since the envelopes have already 
gone forward, we wonder if # 
will be practicable for you # 
employ someone (at our & 
pense) to remove the Dp 

No. 945 from each set and sub 
stitute the new one which we 
send you for that purpose.” 

All of which, as already 
brings home the lesson that there 
is nothing like direct ap 
and action. When, if ever, 
the American Jewish Committe 
and similar bodies learn this le 
son?

“Another Strange Fruit—and the Author” 


ETRO-GOLDWYN-MAYER has paid one hundred thousand 
M doliars to buy a book which has appeared only in magazine 
form and will not be on sale with a jacket until next week. The 
Literary Guild is distributing this book, and the N. Y. Herald 


qribune last week carried a lead- 
er article by Dorothy Dunbar 
Bromley about it. I read this 
pook serialized in COLLIERS a. 
few weeks ago, and wondered 
what would happen to it. Now 
that I know, it is well worth a 
column. 

EARTH AND HIGH HEAVEN 
is a Jewish STRANGE FRUIT. 
It deals with intermarriage be- 
tween Jew and Gentile and does 
so with force, honesty and with- 
out coyness. It does not match 
Lillian Smith’s novel for power 
nor does it shock. But it is a 
timely novel, almost unique in 
its subject-matter, and it reaches 
aconclusion. All of which makes 
it important. 

Gwethalyn Graham, who wrote 
“Karth and High Heaven,” is a 
Canadian girl» who has spent a 
fair portion of her adult life 
thinking about the Jewish prob- 
Jem and Canada and herself (she 
is a Gentile), trying to form a 
pattern out of these fibres of 
thought. 

Her story is about a Canadian 
Jewish soldier and the Gentile 
girl he falls in love with and 
wants to marry. It is a love 
story made unusual because both 
her parents and his, voice such 
trite, familiar, sad objections to 
their marriage, and because so 
much of the sadness is something 
almost every Jew in the Western 
Hemisphere knows well—wheth- 
er or not this is admitted. It is 
a sadness that cannot be solved 
completely because it is highly 
instinctive. Miss Graham is 
aware of this, and yet she has 
not written a defeatest novel. 
Somehow or other she has come 
to understand the mores and 
mind of the ‘average American 
or Canadian middle class Jewish 
family and through them has pro- 
jected her message of ultimate 
hope. And the objections, the 
bigotry, the advices come from 
her Jewish hero’s parents as of- 
ten and as bitterly as from the 
Christian girl’s home. 

That Metro -Goldwyn - Mayer 
bought this story, planning to 
screen it, is of political and so- 
tial significance. But more im- 
portant still than the treatment 
of the novel, than its cast, are 
the reactions this film will evoke 
from is public—above all—from 
its Jewish public.

I do not know how Negroes 
felt when they read STRANGE 
FRUIT. But I am sure that 
EARTH AND HIGH HEAVEN 
will both irritate and embarrass 
lots of people. I hope that if 
this is true—they will keep their 
irritation and their embarrass- 
ment to themselves. The gesture 
of writing this book and the 
greater gesture of filming it are 
among the most basically inter- 
esting and portentous things to 
have happened in this race-con- 
scious touchy land in the last few 
years and ranks with the grow- 
ing contribution of the colored 
soldiers and the new recognition 
and attitude accorded them by 
the Army. 


Hollywood may spoil this book; 
cheapen and devaluate it, but no 
script or scene defects can alter 
the fact that the first book writ- 
ten in a generation dealing seri- 
ously and honestly with the Jew- 
ish problem in North America 
will have been brought to the 
screen and the attention of mil- 
lions of people. 

Gwethalyn Graham is to be 
congratulated and thanked for 
this story she has written, and as 
profoundly and carefully as the 
Negroes have defended Lillian 
Smith from attack and malice, 
so must we see to it that Miss 
Graham is not turned away or 
embittered by irresponsible Jew- 
ish comment about her book. It 
is, in a way, our book; written 
as much for Jews as for Gentiles 
and with no affectation. Let us 
remember this when public dis- 
cussian begins about EARTH 
AND HIGH HEAVEN.

AL SEGAL ‘recs 9" Crime and Punishment 





R. HILLEL, the business man, who oc- 

casionally asks to take over this column, 
says, “Mr. Segal, it’s several months since I 
last wrote your column for you, and what do 
you think of my writing a piece for you this 
week?” 

I said, all right, Mr. Hillel, since I wasn’t in 
much of a mood of writing anyway. The season 
is verging into Indian summer and it’s much 
more pleansant to take a walk with Ellen 
who is my granddaughter than to write a 
column. 

Mr. Hillel (which is not his real name) said 

as the craving to write a 
column came over him 
because he had a bone to 
pick with me. That fact 
made Mr. Hillel twice 
welcome, for there is 
nothing I like so much as 
to have a critic pick, par- 
ticularly, my own bones. 

Mr. Hillel thereupon 
took from his pocket the 
manuscript of his column... . “Here it is,” he 
said. ... It read as follows: 

I suffered considerable pain recently in read- 
ing a column by Mr. Segal on what to do with 
Germany after the war. Mr. Segal seemed 
to be a softy. In effect, he said that after we 
have given Germany her spanking he would 
teH her to go and sin no more. He wouldn’t 
break up Germany into pieces. 

That isn’t the way I raise my children. If 
that was the soft way in which Mr. Segal 
brought up his own children I am surprised 
that they turned out to be the decent people 
they are. In my house wrong-doing always 
has been followed by several penalties. The 
guilty are not allowed to forget their sinning; 
the punishment they suffer admonishes them 
sternly against similar wrong-doing in the fu- 
ture. On that policy I have raised a~ God- 
fearing, law-abiding family. 

The human race and, particularly, the Ger- 
man section of it, needs to be hit hard in order 
to learn moral lessons. 





I fear Mr. Segal, as a member of the people 
that has suffered most at the hands of the 
Germans, though it would be a noble gesture 
in him, the Jew, to regard the Germans merci- 
fully. He disregards the facts of German life 
a whole generation of which has been taught 
that mercy is only weakness to be spat and 
trampled upon. I would forever keep the 
wreck of Germany as a horrible example of 
what happens to nations that break the laws 
of. God and man. 


(On the winding mountain road that leads 
the north coast of South America to Caracas 
in Venzuela there stands on a high pedestal 
a wrecked auto. It was placed there long ago 
to warn all people who drive that way of the 
fatality that may befall those who drive too 
fast, or carelessly, or heedlessly of human 
life. Similarly, would make the wreck of Ger- 
many a solemn memorial of the consequences 
of cruelty, rapacity and hate.) 

In writing this I separate my self altogether 
from my Jewish identity. I speak as one of 
the great multitude of human beings in the 
recent weeks have been horrified by first- 


hand, authentic account and photographic evi- 
dence of sub-human savagery among the Ger- 
mans. 

I mean the reports of American correspon- 
dents who have authenticated the butcheries 
at Lublin, have seen the lethal gas chambers 
and the crematories, have looked at the human 
bones which the fleeing murders in their haste 
failed to remove. They have seen 800,000 
pairs of shoes which the killers were careful 
to take from the feet of their viefims for use 
by German feet. Their photographic evidence 


.Supports all this. 


Before this I myself found it hard to believe 
reports of mass-murder by Germans. I couldn’t 
believe it because to believe it was disrespect- 
ful of the human race. I had been brought up 
to think well of the human race which, despite 
some backsliding, had gone pretty far on the 
way to civilization. 

But this slaughter-house was insult to the 
self-respect of the whole human family. These 
million dead were beyond pain but the evidence 
of this multitude crime remains a degrading 
affront to all the race whose self-respect re- 
quires that the guilty nation shall forever lie 
wrecked as an admonition that the like of this 
crime never must happen again. This is a 
moral imperative. 

Mr. Segal has reminded us that in his youth 
he knew some good Germans; he remembers 
kind German teachers. Doubtless, there are 
some good Germans, even in Germany. But 
these million murders were not private crimes; 
they were national policy executed by authori- 
ties whose every hate and word and act the na- 
tion heiled. 

It is unfortunate that the good Germans 
can’t be separated from the evildoers. But, 
as participating members of the nation they 
go down in the awful wreck with the criminals. 
Certainly, the murder of a million or more 
could not have been done by the hands of a 
few: a million murders could not have been 
a secret from the mass of the Germans. Where 
were the good Germans while these murders 
were going on? 

(We shall probably hear from thém later on. 
Millions of Germans will step forward: “We 
were the good Germans and are awfully sur- 
prised to hear of all this murdering that went 
on.’’) 

Good morality demands that after this war 
there shall be no more German nation, as we 
know it. The extinction that is for an in 
dividual murderer must also be_ suffered 
politically by a nation that made cold-blooded 
murder a national policy, I mean the breaking 
up of the German state into separate parts— 
not for retribution but for moral example. 

“Here was a-great nation. It chose to conquer 
by murder, though it possessed science, skills 
and talents by which it could have made a 
great place in the world. These parts are all 
that remain of it. Let nations solemnly con- 
sider this sorry end of the transgressors 
against God and man. Let mankind be warned 
that it must never happen again.” 

Let this be the epitaph of Germany, forever 
a hideous example, like the wrecked car on the 
pedestal on the mountain road on the way to 
Caracas. 











Ramsay, Anti-Semitic 
MP, Released from Jail

LONDON—Capt. Archibald H. 
M. Ramsay, pro-fascist and anti- 
Semitic member of Parliament 
has been released from detention, 
it was announced by Home Min- 
ister Herbert Morrison. Ramsay 
was arrested in May, 1940, when 
the government rounded up fas- 
cist leader Sir Oswald Mosley 
and other suspect elements under 
the amended emergency defense 
regulations. 

During his four-an-half years 
of detainment Ramsay has 
flooded Commons with letters at- 
tacking the Jews for one reason 
or another. Since he retained his 
seat despite his arrest, the gov- 
ernment was forced on several 
occasions to take note of his 
charges und to reply to them.

erations, to the time wken the 
American Jewish  public’s _ pa- 
tience with the American Jewish 
Committee, the American Jewish 
Congress and the B’nai B’rith was 
just about exhausted. 

The public wanted action. They 
didn’t get action because this 
idea of a public relations coun- 
cil happened to spring into the 
head of Henry Monsky while he 
was on his feet answering an 
Objection raised by Beryl Man- 
ischewitz, at a special morning 
session of the Council of Jewish 
Welfare Funds and Federations 
in Cleveland. The pressure was 
really tough on the three national 
agencies listed above. The dele- 
gates wanted a complete merger. 
I didn’t see how they could be 
denied but they were. 


The American Jewish com- 
munity must be advised of what 
is going on. They must be 
aroused. I advise our readers in 
communities where they have 
representatives on the NCRAC to 
find out why they haven’t been 
given this information that I’m 
given you Let other Anglo-Jewish 
papers in these same commun- 
ities do the same thing. 


And the demand this time must 
be for a complete merger of all 
the agencies into one overal 
body. 

If I remember correctly this 
was promised the communities at 
the Council Assembly if after a 
fair trial the NCRAC failed to 
function effectively. ° 


I said last week, the promise 
that under the NCRAC the com- 
munities, and thereby the mem- 
hers of the communities, would 
have the national agencies in a 
goldfish bowl, as to speak, where 
their movements would be open 
for everyone to see, never ma- 
terialized. The national agencies 
so far have refused to tell the 
NCRAC the details of what they 
are doing. 


As I saw it put in one letter: 
“So we go on having four agen- 
cies doing a job that one could 
do better, each making exagger- 
ated claims of its own contribu- 
tions and attempting (not to suc- 
cessfully) to conceal from the 
public the rivalries and_ bitter- 
ness behind the scene.” 

A sorry picture, you will ad- 
mit with the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity faced with the threat of 
being overwhelmed by = Anti- 
Semitism, our guardians not only 
refuse to cooperate, but are us- 
ing the NCRAC as their smoke 
screen, to foil criticism that 


might result in enough pressure 
to make them yield some of their 
autonomy for the benefit of the 
people they continually prate they 
are working for. 


NCRAC Has Failed to Keep Jewish Community Informed 


T very likely could be that the National 

Community Relations Advisory Council has 
not been given enough time to prove whether 
it can function as originally envisaged. But it 
is beyond the point of controversy, that the 
NCRAC has failed to advise the U. S. Jewish 
public of the true situation it finds itself in. 


The NCRAC was the compromise effected 
when the agencies in the national civic pro- 
tective field refused to merge, but yielded 
enough to allow the formation of the NCRAC. 
But this was based on the assumption, fully 
agreed on and articulated, that this new body 
would be directly responsible to the Jewish 
communities of the United States. 


This was the promise made to an American 
Jewish public irate to the point where even 
the national agencies involved were beginning 
to receive criticism from their own member- 
ships. This promise has not been kept. Had it 
been kept, perhaps the NCRAC would not find 
itself in its present position, with practically 
nothing accomplished and with the national 
agencies so loath to coperate that the com- 
munity representatives have expressed bitter 
disappointment. 

There is only one solution. That is complete 
merger of the civic protective work of the 
American Jewish Committee, the American 
Jewish Congress and the Anti-Defamation 
League of the B’nai B'rith. 


Vermont City’s Action Refreshing 


N comparison with the deadly continuity 
i oF stories from all over the world, includ- 
ing the United States, of attacks on Jews, and 
in comparison with the same repitition of 
stories of conficts between Jewish organiza- 
tions, and between Jewish leaders, the article 
in this issue of the Vermont town which 
changed its name to that of its leading Jew- 
ish citizen, is refreshing. 

Although there may not be too many towns 
which went to the extreme of Fitzdale, Ver- 
mont, to honor a Jew, there have been and 
are innumerable cities and towns throughout 
the nation, which owe much to their Jewish 
citizens 


The moral from the Vermont case is obvious. 

Jews like all other peoples have contributed 
their share to the development of this great 
nation. They have done so in the past and 
they are doing so now, and will do so in the 
future. 

Yet the sad fact remains, that although there 
canot be any instances where Jews have done 
other than helped to build, they are held by 
large sections of the population to be destruc- 
tive instead of constructive, to be a detriment 
to the welfare of the nation instead of one of 
its finest assets. 


New Policy In Anti-Semitic Outburst Shown 


HE new policy in cases of attacks by anti- 
T Semitic hoodlums was fully illustrated 
in what happened in Denver, Colo. 

Nabbed by the police for creating a dis- 
turbance Rosh Hashonah night, a married 
couple and three unrelated hoodlums, said to 
be members of a gang, were promptly tried 
and convicted. The hoodlums went to jail to 
work out their fines, which they were unable 
to pay. 

The Municipal Court Judge, Joseph D. Neff, 
had no patience with the culprits. When the 
defendants presented the argument that they 
had merely yelled “Happy New Year” to the 
Jewish worshippers, instead of vile insults, 


” 


the judge declared sternly, “you’re all lying. 

But what is interesting in this case, is the 
fact that with the full and complete participa- 
tion of the Anti-Defamation League of B'nai 
B'rith, which keeps a regional director in Den- 
ver, the case was publicly aired; and full pub- 
licity given. 

No more this hiding the facts from every- 
one, including the Jewish community. No more 
of this whispering, with that rising feeling of 
insecurity in the Jewish community itself. Jews 
are not second class citizens, and will not let 
anyone, including their own leaders, lead them 
on a path which can only mean acceptance of 
this cowardly status.

Didn’t know White Race needed any defend- 
ing, John C. Cranberry, editor and publisher 
of The Emancipator, says in The Nation— 
Dear Sirs: I am beginning to get pretty mad on 
account of these reflections on my race. 

I am a white man. So far as I know I have 
no Negro, Mongolian, or Indian blood. Though 
a Virginian by birth, I make no claim to be 
descended from Pocahontas. I have always 
thought that I was of English ancestry until 
recently, when a learned kinsman interested 
in genealogy revealed Scottish origin. 

I am proud of my race, though to tell the 
truth I had not given the matter much thought 
until lately, when my race came under at- 
tack. In fact, I did not know that the white 
race needed any defending. I supposed that we 
had at least inherent equality and certainly 
acquired cultural superiority. That I now main- 
tain. Against those eminent statesmen and 
learned anthropologists Talmadge, Bilbo, Rank- 
in, Cotton Ed Smith, Reynolds, and others of 
equal eminence, who do not believe that the 
white race is able to hold its own in free com- 
petition with the Negro except by giving white 
people artificial and legal advantages in defiance 
of our American Constitution, I hereby assert 
without fear of successful contradiction that 
inherently the white race is equal to any other 
on earth, and that with centuries of cultural 
development behind us we can hold our own 
in competition with any other race. 

And while I am on the subject of race, I 
want to defend my Anglo-Saxon and Celtic 
blood against the implicit charge that we are 
inferior to Semites. There are those who think 
that Jews are so much smarter than we are, 
that for our own protection it is necessary to 
close the field of*® free competition against 
Jews. Jews may be able to make money and 
secure teaching positions to such an extent 
that the rest of us will be pushed into the 
background. The big papers, the motion-pic- 
ture industry, the banks, and department 
stores will be so controlled by Jews that the 
rest of us will have to take a back seat. 

Now I resent that reflection on my race. Jews 
may be smarter, but they’ll have to show it 
in a field of open and free competition. I do 


not fear the test. My belief in my own race 
is so strong that I challenge any other on 
earth to comparison in any worthy field. 

It will be noted that these attacks on the 
white race and on “Nordics’” come not from 
other races but from timid souls in our own 
camp who cannot trust inherent qualities and 
cultural tradition, but seek by force, by law, 
by discriminations and inequalities, by pre- 
judice, to maintain their won supremacy. We 
all know that some people are superior to 
others in heredity, in character, in intelligence. 
Such persons do not usually go about proclaim- 
ing it. Others will find it out. But individuals 
afflicted with an inferiority complex must 
shout their alleged and fictitious superiority, 
and if they shout loud enough, there are some 
poor fools who will believe them and elect 
them to office—Anshe Emet Bulletin.

It will lead to 
bitter competition between them 
and _ well-circumscribed ‘ civilians 
over rentals, restaurant § and 
transportaton facilities, etc. This 
is not only grossly unfair to 
those who have been making the 
most heroic sacrifices for our na- 
tion’s freedom but it leads, as 
we have learned already, to vio- 
lent resentment and prejudice,— 
and where it affects Jews it fo- 
ments anti-Semitism.”

“Gentlemen: 

“We ask your indulgence in 
reading through this entire let- 
ter and giving it the most care 
ful consideration before you de.

“We are all engaged in a long, 
bitter struggle to preserve free: 
dom and the spirit of democracy. 
Neither you’ nor we would con- 
sciously do anything to limit that 
freedom or weaken that spirit. 
Yet, unwittingly, we are doing 
this very thing: you when yotl 
place, and we when we publish, 
advertising copy which is dis 
criminatory to any racial group 
or creed.
